SAIGON (UPD-The United 
States sent B52s and fight- 
er-bombers back into North 
Vietnam Wednesday in the 
heaviest raids in 17 days to 
cripple further the Commu­ 
nist war potential.

The ground war picked up 
momentum in South Vietnam,

barded the Cambodian capital 
of Phnom Penh, seized more 
territory in coastal Binh Dinh 
Province in a threat to two 
major towns there, and seized 
the market place in Trang 
Bang, 26 miles northwest of 
Saigon, where heavy fighting 
continued todav.

“ Now we find that much of 
this small portion of humanu 
tarian aid —apparently with­ 
out objection from our gov­ 
ernment —was used by Pa­

border.”

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WASHINGTON (UPD —Pot­ 
ential hijackers were on no­ 
tice today: 
the government 
wants the airline industry and 
pilots not to immediately give 
in to a hijacker’s demands, 
but to thwart him in every 
way possible. 
Benjamin 0. Davis, assis­ 
tant transportation secretary 
for safety and consumer af­ 
fairs, urged the airlines to 
end their “ go-along” policy 
toward hijackers. Davis said 
in some cases hijackers have 
been given better treatment 
than first class passengers. 
In the past, the airlines 
have urged pilots to do “ what 
the hijacker says,” but Davis 
argued the time has come to 
“ instill in all parties—airport 
operators, 
airline 
manage­ 
ment and flight crews—an in­ 
creasing determination to res­ 
ist hijack and extortion de­ 
mands to the fullest extent 
consistent with the safety of 
human life.” 
In an action apparently de­ 
signed to emphasize the gov­ 
ernment get tough policy, the 
F e d e r a l Aviation Admin­ 
istration announced it was 
fining 
two 
airlines—United 
and Pacific Southwest Air­ 
line#—$1,000 each for failure 
to properly screen 
passen­ 
gers. 
In a meeting with industry 
representatives and the FBI, 
Davis said the possibility of 
arming the pilots was dis­ 
cussed. Sources said the Air 
L i n e P i l o t s Association 
( A L P A ) , which represents 
31,000 commercial airhne pi­ 
lots. was investigating the use 
of a “ dart gun” that could 
immobilize a hijacker imme- 


diately. 
ALPA said 
its members 
will boycott any nation offer­ 
ing sanctuary to a hijacker. 
To support its boycott, the 
union urged AFO-CIO Presi­ 
dent George Meany today to 
lead a worldwide campaign to 
recruit union members who 
service airplanes to join the 
boycott. 
ALPA also called for eco­ 
nomic pressure to force the 
return of hijackers who or­ 
dered a Western Air Lines 
jetliner Friday to fly to Al­ 
geria. 

Wil­ 
liam Proxmire, D-Wis., ALPA 
urged him to help block a

Davis cited the hijacking of 
the Western Air Lines jet as 
an example of the wrong ap­

to stopping hijack­ 
ing.

During the course of the 
hijacking, “ refueling records 
were broken.” and when the 
hijacker demanded a change 
of planes it was provided “at 
record speed,” Davis said. 
Added to this, Davis said, 
was the fact that the crew

to subdue tne hijacker, but 
the airline policy was one “ of 
no resistance.” Finally, Davis 
said an investigation showed 
the hijacker, w'ho claimed he 
had a bomb, actually was 
unarmed.

30, has failed to meet its ho­ 
ped for objective, the collapse 
of the South Vietnamese gov­ 
ernment. 
—U.S. retaliation to the of­ 
fensive has been much stro­ 
nger than Hanoi 
expected, 
particularly the blockade of 
North Vietnamese pons and 
the air strikes at key rail and 
road links inside the country'. 
Although the North Vietna­ 
mese still have the assur­ 
ances of both China and the 
Soviet Union of continued sup­ 
port, the sources said Hanoi’s 
leaders feel the situation has 
changed drastically. Although 
they feel the situation must 
be further examined, indica­ 
tions are their decision might 
be to move toward peace. 
The sources said this would 
not be a dramatic 
sudden 
move, but rather more flexi­ 
bility in negotiations, presum­ 
ably at the Paris peace talks 
where North Vietnam has re­ 
mained almost unmovable.

price on the free markets has 
increased approximately $15 
per ounce. Its official price is

Nixon Judges 
Lead but Face 
Major Tests 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-W ith 
the Supreme Court approach­ 
ing the end of its term. Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s four appointees 
have taken the upper hand in 
some instances but face ma­ 
jor tests of judicial philosophy 
in a string of important cases 
still to come. 
The 
Nixon-appointed 
jus­ 
tices, led by Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger, on Wed­ 
nesday voted to ease res­ 
traints on police identification 
of suspects. But the liberal 
trio remaining from pre-Nix­ 
on days was able to muster 
a majority to strike down a 
Tennessee law requiring the 
accused person to be the first 
defense witness in a criminal 
trial. 
Nixon has also named Jus­ 
tices William H. 
Rehnquist 
and Lewis F. Powell Jr. dur­ 
ing the present term and Har­ 
ry A. Blackmun, who sat for 
only the closing days of the 
last term. 
In another action, the court 
agreed to examine next term 
s t a t e financing of public 
schools through local property 
taxes, a system which affords 
far better schools for the rich 
than the poor. 
Although the court issued 11 
decisions, including one re­ 
quiring cable television sys­ 
tems to originate a significant 
amount of their programs, it 
still has 55 cases under advis­ 
ement. The end of the term is 
almost never later than the 
last Monday in June, but this 
year the justices may not get 
away until July. 
Besides a decision on the 
constitutionality of the death 
penalty, the court must de­ 
cide whether to strike down 
anti-abortion laws as an inva- 
s i o n of privacy, 
whether 
newsmen have a 
right to 
withhold from grand juries in­ 
formation given them in con­ 
fidence and whether the fed­ 
eral 
government 
may tap 
telephones at will 
on 
the 
ground that domestic security 
is threatened. 


Humphrey 
made 
the 
re­ 
mark during a visit to the 
National 
Governors 
Confer­ 
ence in Houston where he 
sought support from gover­ 
nors heading uncommitted de­ 
legations to next month's con­ 


vention. McGovern visited the 
same meeting on Monday and 
drew a lukewarm reception. 
A s k e d whether Wallace 
would be acceptable as a vice 
p r e s i d e n t i a l candidate, 
Humphrey said. “ If a man 


will accept the platform, he 
would be acceptable on the 
ticket in my book. But I think 
it is highly unrealistic that 
Hubert Humphrey and George 
Wallace will be on the same 
ticket.”

got him. 
McGovern 
is fully cogni­ 
zant, as the man who chaired 
the party's reform commis­ 
sion, that it would be highly 
inappropriate for him to dic­ 
tate the number two man, 
even if he could. It would 
smack far too much of the 
“ old politics" against which 
McGovern has campaigned. 


Y e t McGovern 
probably 
cannot leave the -election to­ 
tally to the 3,016 delegates 
without at least letting them 
know his ideas. 
At times, when questioned, 
McGovern has indicated he 
might suggest three or four 
names from which the con­ 
vention could choose. 
So far, McGovern has done 
little 
playing 
around 
with 
names. 
Rules Out Wallace 
He has ruled out George C. 
Wallace as a running mate or 
as an official of his admin­ 
istration. No one e l s e has yet 
been accorded that distinction 
by name, at least not in pub­ 
lic.

- When construction of the In­ 


terstate Highway System be­ 


gan in 1956, American motor­ 


ists were told it would be 
Completed by 1972. 
Well, it's 1972. And if you 
take an auto trip this sum­ 
mer, you’ll find there still are 
aggravating gaps in the 42.500 
mile network of high speed 
highways. 
The Federal Highway Ad­ 
ministration says only three- 
fourths of the projected system 
is now open for use. 
I. And it figures another six 
vears will be needed to com­ 
plete it. So the new target 
date is 1978. 
* It can be very frustrating 
for a traveler, who has been 
breezing along an interstate 
at a safe 70 miles an hour, to 
find himself suddenly diverted 
onto an old-fashioned, unsafe 
two-lane highway choked with 
traffic. 
When it happens, a moto­ 
rist taxpayers is apt to ask 
with some acerbity: What’s 
holding this blamed thing up? 
Whv can’t they go on and fin­ 
ish it? 
Two Main Reasons 
There are two main reasons 
why the project is running six 
years behind schedule, ac­ 
cording to the Federal High­ 
way Administration. 
One is money. Inflation has 
driven up costs sharply since 
construction began 16 years 
ago. The initial estimate of 
the Interstate svstem’s total 
cost was $41 billion. Today, 
federal highway officials pro­ 
ject a final tab of $75 billion. 
And of course, even that may 
turn out to be over-optimistic 
if we continue to have infla­ 
tion. 
The second big holdup is 
lawsuits. All over the country, 
various groups are asking for 
—and getting — court orders 
to halt or postpone work on 
Interstate highway segments 
that cut through or around 
big cities. Most of the suits 


are being filed by people who 
quite 
understandably 
don’t 
want the big road coming 
right through the middle of 
their neighborhood. 
Racial Dimension 
There is a racial dimension 
to the legal hassling in some 
instances, where black people 
contend their inner city neigh­ 
borhoods are being sacrificed 
to provide white 
suburban 
commuters with fast access 
to downtown. 
The 
Highway 
Admi n- 
istration says only a tiny seg­ 
ment of the whole system 
—less than 100 miles —is in­ 
volved in this kind of litiga­ 
tion. But these are key links 
in the system. Delaying their 
construction 
prevents 
inter­ 
state travelers from bypass­ 
ing the traffic congestion of 
big cities, which was sup­ 
posed to be one of the great 
advantages of the system. 
Third Threat 
Now a third threat to early 
completion of the system is 
taking shape. There seems to 
be increasing sentiment in the 
Nixon administration, in Con­ 
gress, and elsewhere, for di­ 
verting a big hunk of highway 
construction funds to help fi­ 
nance 
urban 
transportation 
projects. 
The interstate 
system is 
being financed out 
of the 
Highway Trust Fund, which 
takes in from $5 billion to $6 
billion a year from federal 
gasoline taxes. 
Lawmakers 
and 
private 
citizens who are concerned 
about the inadequacy of pre- 
s e n t 
urban 
transportation 
facilities would like to use a 
good bit of this money for 
building subways, high-speed 
bus lines, monorails and other 
intra-city transit systems. The 
administration bill would di­ 
vert $1 billion to this purpose 
in 1974 and up to $2.2 billion 
by 1976. 
This may be enlightened 
public policy. It would also 
probably mean further delay 
in completion of the interstate 
highway system.

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EDITORIALS 
Our 'Bang, Bang!' 
Society At Fault 


Bang, bang, you’re dead. 
It is a liturgy we learn as children in America. 
And many of us never forsake it. 
Such is our devotion to firearms, in fact, that des­ 
pite countless personal and national tragedies in re­ 
cent years, we have taken, on the national level, no 
substantial stops to combat the gun menace. 
The attempted assassination of Gov. George Wal­ 
lace and the subsequent mass shooting in Raleigh, 
N.C, have led to the expected demands for gun con­ 
trol. But we are in the melancholy situation of hav­ 
ing undergone enouch of these atrocilies to have 
created a set of ritual reactions, which includes 
pleas tor more restrictions on the sale and posses­ 
sion of guns. 
As the weeks and months go by, though, we for­ 
get. The pleas become fainter and fainter. Until next 
time. 
The availability of guns is, of course, only one 
factor in the unhappy combination of 
circum­ 
stances that has made assassinations such a common 
occurrence. But it is a significant factor. 
To argue, as the opponents of gun control do, that 
“guns don’t kill people, people do,’ 
is ridiculous. 
Nuclear weapons don’t kill people, either, but we 
have placed restraints on them because they make 
it temptingly easy to kill people, as guns do on a 
smaller scale. 
As a murder weapon, a gun is relatively reliable, 
relatively easy to use. relatively independent of the 
killer’« size, strength or skill. More than 10.500 
Americans were murdered by firearms last year. 
We have some existing controls. The federal Gun 
Control Act of 1968 bans importation of cheap 
firearms (though not the importation of parts for 
assembly here) and requires buyers of guns and 
ammunition to furnish identification. And many 
states have their own laws, such as New York 
Slate’s Sullivan Law, which lequires buyers of han­ 
dguns. the most dangerous of firearms, to obtain a 
license. 
But existing laws are obviously insufficient. 
And not onl\ is the effective “gun lobby“ — which 
consists mainly ol 
the million-member National 
Rifle Association iNRAl—opposed to new controls, 
it also urges the repeal of many present ones. 
The NRA contends unceasingly that gun con­ 
trols—such as the nationwide licensing of handgun 
ovvncis—are m unacceptable infringement on con­ 
stitutional rights, a denial of sc If-protection, a boon 
to criminals. 
But sincere as they arc. gun control opponents are 
laboring under a frontier mystique that makes a 
firearm a symbol of manhood and independence. 
The Constitution actually gives the right to bear 
aim s for the purpose of the militia, not for general 
use of a population that includes honest people and 
criminals, sane citizens and lunatics, gun fanciers 
and gun worshipers. The self-protection issue is a 
mvth, since many more people kill and injure them­ 
selves accidentally with their guns than protect 
themselves. 
As for the boon to criminals, the professional cri­ 
minal would, no doubt, find ways to obtain guns, 
controls or not. But he does now, too, and the fact 
that guns are available for self-protect ion does not 
seem to intimidate criminals, since in this real mod­ 
em world the bad guys win the shootout more often 
than not. 
Desnite the occasionally paranoid reaction of the 
gun lobby, one does not have to oppose hunting or 
target shooting to be in favor of restrictions. 
A recent Wall Street Journal survey shows that in 
fa<•» i’fl per cent of Americans would support a law' 
requiring a police permit to buy a gun. 
Let us hop*' that it Congress does not a<*t, soon 
and decisively, that those 79 per cent will make 
themselves, heard, so that six months or a year or 
> three years from now we do not have to sutler 
»• 
through another next time. 


Flag? Day

nately. m direct ratio to the waning of patriotism 
and respect for the symbols ot those things for which 
this nation stands.

The sentence had been upheld b\ 
the Massachusetts Supreme Court, but the judge 
granted a writ of liabeas corpus. 
V h> ? lie reasoned that the convicted youth’s 
rights under the First and Fourteenth Amendments 
had been violated. The judge pointed out. according 
to reports, dial since flags have been used on cars, 
bumpers, jackets, sweaters, coats and elsewhere, it 
could not be considered a crime to wear one on 
pants. 
We have to hope the judge s reasoning was more 
profound than the reports indicated.

The 
lemmings of the left are re­ 
ported to be converging on 
Stockholm—perhaps as many 
as 50,000—to t ike over or dis­ 
rupt the massive United Na­ 
tions conference on the envi­ 
ronment. 
Among them, according to 


one report, are Japanese ex­ 
treme leftists. In light of the 
ghastly slaughter in the Tel 
Aviv airport with Japanese 
terrorists using machine guns 
and grenades this has touched 
off a loud alarm bell. 


Contrary to Tradition 
At one point consideration 


was given to sealing off Swe­ 
den's borders. But this was 
felt to be so contrary to the 
ancient tradition of the free 
movement of peoples that it 
was vetoed. Instead, virtually 
ail police from throughout the 
c o u n t r y have been con­ 
cent jated in Stockholm for 
the 11 days of the conference 
that will see 3,000 
repre 


sentatives of a hundred or 
m o r e countries discussing 
how to stop man's destruction 
of his environment. 
The conference poses 
in 


acute form the challenge aris­ 
ing in so many spheres. Will 
the establishment dictate the 
prescription for saving the 
planet? And if the powers- 
that-be run the big show here, 
then the end result will be 
merely more rhetoric with no 
real brake on the forces pol­ 
luting land, sea and air. This 
is what the young are saying 
as they gather in a tent city. 
They will have their own 


Peoples Forum in which to 
»ound off. But, judging from 
advaace repons, they will not 
be content just to speak. By

No transcript was kept of 


the face-to-face meetings be­ 
tween President Nixon and 
Soviet 
party 
chief 
Leonid 


Brezhnev in the Kremlin. 


As an act of trust, the 


President didn’t even bring 
his own interpreters into the 
conlerence room but accepted 
Brezhnev's linguist. 
After each session. Nixon 


methodically transcribed his 
recollections of the discussion. 
His personal notes constitute 
the only U.S. record of the 
historic Nixon-Brezhnev talks. 
From a source with access 


to these notes, here are some 
of the highlights: 
On the eve of the Moscow 


meeting, the strategic arms 
limitation 
talks 
were 
still 


snagged in Helsinki over So­ 
viet unwillingness to halt con­ 
struction of missile-carrying 
submarines, But the Presi­ 
dent, alone with Brezhnev, 
leaned 
forward 
and 
said: 


“ Dammit, let’s settle it.” 
Then they hammered out 


the .mportant agreement to 
limit nuclear w* apons. \t one 
point, 
Nixon 
jokingly 
sug­ 
gested that Russia could sub­ 
stitute its mammoth SS9 mis­ 
siles for subniar rtes, since 
the new monster missiles re- 
semblc submarines in 
both 


size and shape.

The President replied that 
they may as well be frank 
with one another about wea­ 
pons, since both sides had ex­ 
cellent intelligence, Perhaps, 
he said, the Soviets might 
w »h to mount SS9s on their 
submarines.

“ That is exactly what I had 


in mind,” cracked Nixon. 
The President found Brezh­ 
nev to be a hearty host but a 
hard negotiator. In the end, 
however, 
Nixon 
concluded 


that "the man can be trusted.”

Perhaps even more impor­ 
tant than the nuclear arms 
agreement, in the President s 
opinion, was a 12-point pact 
“ to remove 
the threat 
of 


war” and “ to promote reduc­ 
tion of tensions in the world.” 
He felt this codified the new 
Soviet-American 
relationship 


and established the rules for 
avoiding future military con­ 
frontations. 
The pact was proposed by 


the Russians and resisted at 
first by Nixon. He changed 
his mind, however, and de­ 
cided it could be an instru­ 
ment for peace. He personally 
drafted the 12 po nts between 
s e s s i o n s in Moscow, and 
Brezhnev accepted most of 
the Presid in's language. 


N i x o n d r o v e himself 


relentlessly in Moscow, aver­ 
aging only three to five hours 
of sleep the first six n i gh t s, 
as ho followed the endless 
hours 
of 
bargaining 
wuth 


meticulous 
note-taking 
and 


p Jnstaking preparations for

He was buoyed b\ his suc­ 


cess and left Moscow ex* 
hausted but exhilarated. He 
told aides jubilantly that he

Moscow meeting, he genuine­ 
ly felt, had made the world a 
saier place. 
During a subsequent visit to 


Leningrad oaMle, the guide 
showed the President some 
trick mirrors and

great applause. Nixon gleeful­ 
ly made funny faces at him­ 
self in the mirrors, then he 
announced: ‘I am going to ap­

It 
may be doubted whether the 
voters in all states will really 
have the candidate they favor 
supported as they would like, 
because so many changes are 
to be allowed after the first 
and second ballot at the con­ 
vention. 
As things look now, Senator 


George McGovern of South 
Dakota has a big lead in the 
Democratic party and should 
be able to get enough votes 
on the first ballot to win the 
nomination.

paign in many states and, 
while his speeches will not 
necessarily

Republican 


votes, what he is saying cer­ 
tainly is aimed at drawing 
the discontented and protest* 
ing groups to his side.

e x p e r i e n c e than Senator 
McGovern in national and in­ 
ternational affairs and would 
naturally be expected to be 
ahead at this time.

McGovern has. Things may 
change as the convention gets 
closer. What Senator Humph­ 
rey needs to do is to give 
some important speeches out­ 
lining his plans and purposes, 
instead of conducting de­ 
bates” with individuals who 
know less about government 
than he does, he ought to be 
speaking out as an individual 
and explaining what he in­ 
tends to do if he is elected to 


the highest office in the land. 
The Democratic party is 


disorganized. In ninny states, 
it has failed to maintain or­ 
ganisations which can bring 
together its members and en­ 
list them in a united oper­ 
ation to win a majority in 
their state in November. Pn 
pulation has grown, and there 
will be a large number of 
new voters. The Democratic 
party itself has not set forth 
its doctrines to the citizens 
and won their support. Fac­ 
tional groups have emerged 
which interfere with solidar­ 
ity. This has occurred in 
more than one state across 
the country. 


In an election year in days 


gone by, the Democratic Na­ 
tional 
Committee 
spent 
a 


good deal of time encouraging 
state committees to publicize 
the role of the Democratic 
party in the nation and sought 
to line up strength for the 
Democrats, 
especially 
with 


the younger voters. There is 
little 
evidence 
that 
much 


work of this kind is going on 
today. 


The Republicans, 
on 
the 


other hand, are conscious of 
t h e 
necessity 
for 
organ­ 
izational efforts and are doing 
their utmost to build up a 
s t r o n g 
Republican 
party 


throughout the country. Their 
i indidate will be a president 
whose achievements are gi­ 
ven wade approval, and they 
believe that under his leader­ 
ship they will be able to at­ 
tract a larger membership 
for the party this autumn 
than ever before in their his­ 
tory. 
Mr. Nixon is a good cam­ 
paigner. He undoubtedly will 
make several speeches and 
will appear now' and then on 
television. But the general ex­ 
pectation is that he will be 
talking about problems that 
are confronting the govern­ 
ment 
rather than 
political 


matters. The President thus 
far has won attention in polit­ 
ics by his public addresses on 
world affairs.

Recreation Program Gets Reprieve for the Summer

SAN DIMAS - City and 
school 
district 
maintenance 
crews will clean up the play­ 
ground and auditorium at the 
San Dimas Elementary school 
before the start of the summer 
recreation program, but the 
solution to the recreation needs 
of youth in this area may be 
short-lived. 
According 
to 
school 
and 
city officials, 
the 
program 
will only be conducted at San 
D i m a s Elementary School 
during the summer months 
and the old school site will be 
sold in the fall. 
The school district has been 


ordered by the state to sell 
the property in order that it 
can be returned to the tax 
rolls. The district had a buyer 
for the property earlier this 
month but held up the sale 
until the outcome of the April 
bond election. One proposal of 
the bond issue was to pur­ 
chase the property for recre­ 
ation purposes. The issue was 
defeated. 
The unsafe and unhealthy 
condition of the school prop­ 
erty was made public this 
week when residents of the 
area appealed 
to the City 
Council to retain 
the 
pro­ 
gram. The recreation com­ 
mission 
had 
recommended 


that the playground activity 
cease at the school because of 
the lack of participation by 
youngsters. 
Residents declared that par­ 
ticipation is low at the school 
because of glass and debris 
on the playground, the unkept 
condition of the old school au­ 
ditorium which included dirty 
restrooms, and the lack of 
running water and electricity 
and playground equipment. 
Dr. 
Jim 
Johnson, 
super­ 
intendent of the Bonita Uni­ 
fied School District, said the 
district considers the school 
an “abandoned facility” and 
although it let the city recre­ 
ation 
department 
use 
the 


property without charge, the 
city is responsible for mainte­ 
nance. 
“They have to maintain it; 
we’re not going to spend mo­ 
ney for a building that’s not 
going to be used. We were 
told earlier this spring by the 
city that the recreation pro­ 
gram would not be conducted 
there this summer. 
Bryce Bailey, recreation di­ 
rector for the City of San 
Dimas, said he is aware of 
the custodian problem at San 
D i m a s Elementary School 
and said he has attempted to 
get volunteer groups to clean 
up the auditorium, which is 
used to conduct the program. 


He said the city mainte­ 
nance crews periodically pick 
up 
trash. 
Bailey 
said 
he 
wasn’t aware of the glass and 
tin cans on the grounds until 
a few weeks ago. 
The after-school and Satur­ 
day programs closed at the 
school June 3 and the sum­ 
mer recreation program will 
begin June 26. It will provide 
programs from 10 a.m. until 
4:30 p.m. There is also a pos­ 
sibility that the San Dimas 
Jaycees might donate play­ 
ground equipment. 
Bailey said he had talked to 
school district officials and 
they have agreed to maintain 
the front of the school. He 


said they have arranged for 
the care of the grass and to 
have the water turned on at 
the property. 
Most of the residents of the 
area around the school agree 
that 
a recreation 
area 
is 
needed nearby. Parents com­ 
plained that small children 
can’t walk to the programs 
conducted at Ekstrand School 
and the program 
approved 
Monday night for 
the new 
L o n e 
H i l l 
Intermediate 
School. 
Since the school will be sold 
in the fall, there is no long- 
range solution to the problem. 
Bailey said he has consid­ 
ered three solutions. 


—That the city could find 
other property which could be 
used for recreation purposes 
in this area. “ I haven’t in­ 
vestigated this and know of 
no 
such 
property 
at 
this 
time,” he said. 
—The 
possibility 
that 
a 
lease arrangement to use a 
portion of the property might 
be worked out with the new 
owner. 
—That youngsters from this 
area attend recreation pro­ 
grams at Ekstrand and Lone 
Hill schools. 
Bailey said the auditorium 
and playground will be main­ 
tained by the city during the 
summer months. 
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La Verne Man, 82, 
Is Medical Miracle 


LA VERNE — J. D. Reber, 
82, of La Verne holds a re­ 
cord for Southern California. 
And he shares this record 
with very few people in the 
nation, according to his phys­ 
ician. 
He has lived for 52 years 
with known diabetes, and is 
one of the few in this country

who has used insulin since it 
was first pul on the drug 
market in 1922. 
Because 
of 
the 
chemical 
imbalance in the body, the 
diabetic faces many compli­ 
cations in his life style and 
basic health. Reber said his 
eating habits have 
isolated 
him from many social fun­ 
ctions, yet he has been able 
to discipline himself for 52 
years not to “cheat” on the 
restrictions he had to place 
on himself at the age of 30. 


Recently, 
Reber 
was 
the 
honored guest of the Diabetic 
Association of Southern Cali­ 
fornia and was presented a 
gold medal struck for 50-year 
survivors of diabetes. Making 
the presentation was Dr. W il- 
liam H. Grishaw, president­ 
elect of the American Diabet­ 
ic Association. 
Accompanying 
the 
medal 
was a letter of commendation 
a n d 
congratulations 
which 
said in part, “You are one of 
the first to live 50 years as a 
diabetic.” 
Reference 
was 
made 
to 
the 
courageous, 
f a i t h f u l and conscientious 
care required by 
Reber to 
abide by the restrictions of 
diabetes. 
Mrs. Reber is witness that 
her husband, throughout all 
the 52 years, disciplined him­ 
self to forego forbidden foods 
and weight, all portions on a 
gram scale. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Reber 
had praise for his physicians, 
especially his current adviser, 
for 
regular and emergency 
help. His doctor stated that 
Reber's strength of purpose 
had led him to join with Re­ 
ber in a joint goal of staving 
off the effects of the con­ 
dition. 
It 
takes 
daily 
con­ 
sultations between the two to 
determine the amount of insu­ 
lin needed. 
Reber, in sharing his expe­ 
riences with others, has help­ 
ed boost the morale of many 
other diabetics. He still walks 
at least two miles each day. 
In receiving the gold medal, 
Reber 
said, 
“I 
am 
more 
proud of having accomplished 
this than any other thing, 
even my college diploma.”

Comes now Elaine Morgan of Pontypridd, Soi^th Wales. to 
assert in her book, “ The Descent ot Woman,” that the reason 
the human race tirst took to the sea was to escape its 
enemies, which seems» logical unless yout enemies happened to 
be sharks and killer whales. 


After emerging from the slithy toves that gyre and gimble in 
the wabe, the ape-like Miocene creatures that were to become 
men (it they were lucky) tound things too hot to handle on the 
land — all those sabre-tooth tigers and like that — so they ran 
back into the water and hung around there for several million 
years until the i gers and dinosaurs had all become extinct.

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Who Will Control It? 
Administration, Congress 


Vie Over Consumer Safety 


Things To See in 
the Soufh/and 
A Fair, a Rodeo and L.A. Luau 


WASHINGTON (U PI) -The 
administration and Congress 
are competing in a bureau­ 
cratic 
version 
of 
musical 
chairs that has become one of 
the year’s hottest consumer 
protection issues. 


Both sides agree that legis­ 
lation is needed so the gov­ 
ernment can set safety stan­ 
dards for all consumer pro­ 
ducts. from ladders to law- 
nmowers, and ban hazardous 
ones. 
But 
that 
agreement 
has 
generated heat, not harmony. 
Election year politics may be 
Ianning the flames. The issue 
is who within 
government 
should handle product safety 
regulation. 
To hear 
either 
side tell it, the other side’s 
version would be an Insidious 
blow to the cause of con­ 
sumer safety. 
The 
administration 
wants 
the new chores handled by 
the Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration 
(FDA), 
which al­ 
ready regulates the safety of 
foods, drugs, cosmetics, toys 
and radiological devices. The 
FDA is part of the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education 
and Welfare (HEW), which of 
course reports to the White 
House. 


Congressional 
Democrats 
led by Sens. Warren G. Mag- 
nuson. Wash., and Abraham 
A. Ribicoff. Conn., want a 
new agency independent of 
HEW and White House con­ 
trol. 
It would handle not only the 
new product safety chores but 
also the jobs currently done 
by the FDA, the Division of 
Biologies 
Standards 
(DBS), 
the Agriculture Department’s 
meat inspection division and 
administration of the fabric 
flameproofing 
regulation, 
shared by the Commerce De­ 
partment 
and 
the 
Federal 
Trade Commission (FTC). 
That would sweep from ad­ 
ministration control a variety 
of regulatory programs and 
powers involving 14,000 em­ 
ployes and annual spending of 
$270 million. 
“ A phony hill of goods!” 
HEW 
Secretary 
Elliot 
L. 
Richardson said of the Demo­ 
crats’ bill. “ It will deal the 
cause of consumer safety a 
crushing setback ... destroy 
vital 
relationships 
between 
the FDA’s regulatory proces­ 
sors and the other health res­ 
ponsibilities of HEW.”

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nuson said of Richardson’s 
comment. 
“ The only ’vital 
relationships’ which could and 
should be destroyed and those 
which FDA personnel have 
chronically built up with the 
industries they are supposed 
to regulate. Independence will 
also choke off the flow of in­ 
dustry-originated p r e s s u r e 
from the White House.” 
Richardson, 
the 
biggest 
bureaucratic loser if the Mag- 
nuson-Ribicoff bill is passed, 
hopes to become the biggest 
winner instead. 
Embracing the Democrats’ 
contention that consumer pro­ 
tection jobs should be con­ 
solidated, Richardson ordered 
the move of the DBS— which 
regulates vaccines —into the 
FDA effective July 1. He also 
is urging the administration 
to shift fabric flammability 
regulation to the FDA. 
Both sides have polished 
their respective offerings with 
new names: Magnuson and 
Ribicoff would call it the Con­ 
sumer Safety Agency; Rich­ 
ardson would christen it the 
C o n s u m e r Safety Admin­ 
istration. 
Favor Democrats 
Ralph Nader, the Consumer 
Federation of America and 
Consumers 
Union 
strongly 
favor 
the 
Democrats’ 
ap­ 
proach. contending the FDA 
needs a fresh start, with insu­ 
lation from politics. 
Richardson has a response 
to that, too. He reminded con­ 
sumer groups and senators 
that 
he 
and 
the 
admin­ 
istration were seeking a re­ 
cord 64 per cent budget in- 
1 crease for the FDA. Indepen- 
; dent agencies were given lea­ 
ner rations in the admin­ 
istration’s proposed 
budget, 
j Richardson noted. 
Does that mean the admin­ 
istration would be less enthu­ 
siastic about financing the in­ 
dependent agency envisioned 
by Magnuson and Ricbift? 
“ Oh, 1 wouldn’t draw that 
conclusion.” Richardson repl­ 
ied.

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (U PI)— 
Nevada gaming officials said 
recently they were wary when 
s u c h 
potential 
rivals 
as 
Hawaii, New York and the 
Bahamas sought their advice 
on how to build a thriving 
gambling playground. 
After a spirited debate, the 
slate Gaming Policy Com­ 
mittee said it would remain 
pokerfaced to all but official 
out-of-state requests. 
“ Give them everything that 
te of public record, but don’t 
give them the benefits of 100 
years experience,” said Les­ 
ter Koefed. managing director 
of the Northern Nevada Ca­ 
sino Association. 
Koefed’s battle cry summed 
up the mood of Gov. Mike 
O’Callaghan’s Gaming Com­ 
mittee, which had been told 
of repeated requests by other 
states—and nations—for a de­ 
tailed “ how to” guidebook on 
building an alluring gaming 
industry in their own back­ 
yard. 
Among the areas mentioned 
were Hawaii, New York. New 
Jersey the Bahamas in the 
Caribbean and England. 
Phil Hannifin, chairman of 
the Gaming Control Board, 
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told fellow members of the 
board that he’s already been 
invited by the New York Sen­ 
ate to advise them on gaming 
this summer. 
But Jack Diehl, head of the 
parent gaming commission, 
said that if he had been in­ 
vited to New York, “ I’d pro­ 
bably find some reason to be 
too busy to go there.” He said 
he believed wholeheartedly in 
guarding the secrets of Ne­ 
vada’s success in the gambl­ 
ing world. 
The committee later argued 
over the need for a regulation 
banning high state officials 
from joining the private gam­ 
ing industry within a year 
from their official tenure. 
Gov. O’Callaghan said he 
feared officials might be tem­ 
pted toward conflict of Inter­ 
est without such a regulation. 
Robbins Cahill, director of 
the Resort Hotel Association, 
disagreed, saying “ state gam­ 
ing officials are no more apt.

Seymour Hersh, who won a 
Pulitzer Prize for uncovering 
the My Lai massacre, wrote 
both Sunday’s and Monday’s 
articles for the Times.

— The northernmost 
American in 
Vietnam 
is a 
young Marine captain fresh 
from New York who guides 
an important slice of the war 
from a burned-out church. 
A month ago, Capt. Jerom e 
“Ja y ” O’Donovan had never 
been in Vietnam. Now he is a 
combat veteran after dodging 
Communist artillery to call in 
air strikes on North Vietna­ 
mese troops attacking South 
Vietnamese marine positions 
here. 
T h e 27-year-old 
bachelor 
with 
the 
whitewall 
haircut 
does his work from a sand- 


bagged bunker by the large, 
empty shell of a Roman Cath­ 
olic church. A statue of the 
Virgin Mary stands nearby, 
facing away from the front 
line as if in disapproval. 
O’Donovan was in the Ma­ 
rines for nearly four years, 
the time taken up by training 
and various schools, before he 
got his orders to the war 
zone. He arrived, apprehen­ 
sive, on May 10—a new troo­ 
per heading to a country most 
U.S. soldiers are now leaving. 
He said when he arrived in 
Saigon, “ It seemed to me I 
was waiting for somebody to 
throw a bomb or something 
at 
me.”

then, but he didn’t have long 
to wait for action, since the 
North 
Vietnamese 
offensive 
was rolling. 
O’Donovan 
was 
hustled 
through the Saigon paperwork 
in three days, spent two days 
getting acquainted with the 
other Marine advisers in this

at 
their 
Phong 
Dien 
headquarters and three more 
days here “ snapping in” with 
the man he was to replace, 
Capt. 
Ray 
Smith 
of

“ When I came up here, get­

would be like,” he said, re­ 
membering the first crashing 


mortar and 130 mm. artillery 
barrages he went through. “ It 
wasn’t really bad and didn’t 
have much effect on m e.”

By DONALD FIN LEY 
WASHINGTON (U PI) - La­ 
bor Secretary Jam es D. Hodg­ 
son’s recent public opposition 
to right-to-work laws appears 
to be part of a new phase of 
President Nixon’s continuing 
efforts to win the support and 
votes of rank-and-file workers.

DEAR DR. LAMB — Would 
you please help us with our 
problem. My husband is 46, 
weighs 140 pounds and is five 
feet six. He has a hernia in 
the lower abdomen. It is not 
painful and seems to be of re­ 
cent 
origin. 
Does 
surgery 
seem the best correction and 
how permanent and limiting 
is the future? I read some­ 
where about injections. 
Are 
they safe? Is surgery under 
local anesthesia possible? 
Dear Reader — If your hus­ 
band does have the usual type 
of hernia in the lower abdo­ 
men, it is best corrected by 
surgery. Such a hernia really 
is a hole in the muscular wall 
of the 
abdomen where the 
cord of the testicle passes to 
the scrotum. This allows a 
loop of the intestine to slip 
out through the hole to form 
the hernia or swelling that 
you have noted. 
The danger of not treating 
such a defect is that the loop 
of intestine may be caught 
outside of the abdominal cav­ 
ity underneath the skin and 
strangulate. This can shut off 
the 
circulation 
and 
cause 
gangerene of the bowel loop 
and other problems. It is true 
that lots of people go a long 
time before having surgical 
correction but the hernia does 
not improve with time and 
the person’s health does not 
improve with age. The usual 
type of hernia operation in 
the 
lower 
abdomen 
is 
a 
simple 
procedure 
and 
well 
tolerated by almost anyone 
except those with very severe 
health problems. 
I would think any procedure 
such as injections would be 
most unsafe and unsuccessful. 
You should talk to the doc-

Solution to Housework 


Problem: Do Less of It

Housewives of the nation, 
arise! You can cut 23 hours a 
week off the time you spend 
on housework, just by putting 
your mind to it. 
That would seem to be the 
conclusion (a dangerous one, 
possibly) to be drawn from a 
study of what happens to the 
housework 
when 
m arried 
women 
are 
gainfully 
em­ 
ployed. 
What appears to happen is 
that the working wife finds 
she doesn’t really have to 
spend all that time schlepping 
around the house with broom 
and dustpan. About 40 per 
cent of the housework is, ap­ 
parently, illusory or dispens­ 
able. 
The study, by two women 
gainfully employed in the De­ 
partm ent of Labor — one an 
e c o n o m i s t , the other a 
research 
analyst — sought 
some answers to how Ameri­ 
ca’s burgeoning number of 
working wives handle family 
responsibilities. 
One 
survey 
cited in the study suggested 
that they handle the house­ 
work 
problem 
simply 
by 
doing less of it. 
In Syracuse. N.Y., and sur­ 
rounding suburbs, 1,300 famil­ 
ies were queried on the shar­ 
ing of household tasks. Full­ 
time housewives averaged 57 
hours a week on household 
tasks. 
Working 
wives 
(em­ 
ployed more than 30 hours a 
week) reported they spend an 
average 34 hours a week on 
household tasks — 23 hours or 
40 per cent less time. 
And not because that much 
Of the work had been shifted 
to the husbands, who “ aver­ 
aged about 1.6 hours a day on 
household jobs, whether or 
not their wives worked.’’ To­ 
tal time — paid work and 
“ volunteer” work — came to j 
about the same for both has- I 
bands and wives: 63 hours a 
week 
for 
women, 
and 
64 
hours for men. 
W h e r e did the missing j 
housework 
go? 
Teen-agers i 
took up part of the slack — in 
those families that had teen­ 
agers. Where the mother was 
dot employed, teen-agers av­ 
eraged 1.8 hours of housework 
a day. If the mother was em ­ 
ployed, teen-agers put in 2.7 
tours of housework. Not near- 
ly enough to account for those 
missing 23 hours a week. 
Are 
working 
wives 
that 
much more efficient, or is 
some of the work simply left 
undone? The survey, unfortu­ 
nately, “ did not reveal whe­ 
ther the sam e 
‘output’ 
of 
household work was accom­ 
plished in the lesser time, or 
whether household tasks were 
truncated or given up entire­ 
ly,” says the study, published 
in the departm ent’s Monthly 
Labor Review. 
Other surveys and case stu­ 
died provided this picture of 
the division of labor in famil­ 
ies of husbands and working 
wives: 
“ Wive* did most of the in­ 
side work, while husbands did 
home maintenance and yard 
work. Husbands helped with 
marketing, record-keeping and 
child care.” 
“ Wives were more 
likely 
than husbands to prepare din­ 
ner, shop for groceries and do 
the laundry, while husbands 
were more likely to do re­ 
pairs and heavy yard work, 
and to em pty garbage and 
trash. Cooking breakfast and 
washing dishes were most of­ 
ten shared ” But:

Bob Seagren 


Bitter M an 


Bob Seagren is a bitter young man. 
At first, ihe personable pole vaulter wasn’t sure. It isn’t his 
nature to complain. But he finally admitted he is bitter. 
To most people, it would seem the 25-year-old Seagren has a 
perfect situation. He has already won an Olympic gold medal 
and recently broke the world record. He is married to attrac­ 
tive Cam Nelson and has a good future in the entertainment 
business. 
But it could be much better. 
Seagren, who started his pole vaulting career at Pomona 
High and Mt. San Antonio College, isn’t happy with the Olym­ 
pic situation and feels this year’s trip to Munich will be his 
last. 
“ I imagine this is me last year there unless there is a 
change in the amateur rules,” Seagren said. “ The way it is 
now is too restrictive.” 
Not only doesn’t Seagren get rich because he is a great 
athlete, he actually loses money. 
He is presently making commercials but has to be careful it f 
is done as Bob Seagren the actor and not Bob Seagren the pole 
vaulter or he would be in trouble with the Olympic authorities 
and the Amateur Atnletic Union (AAU). 
The problems of athletes competing in the Olympics is be­ 
coming clearer each year as Avery Brundage has his annual 
controversial statement. Brundage has already announced his 
retirement after the Munich Games but Seagren can’t see 
much difterence. 
Run by Millionaires 
“ They have already picked his successor, a 75-year-old 
French baron,” Seagren said with some sarcasim. “ The Olym­ 
pics are run by millionaire* who have no idea what is happen­ 
ing today.” 
Seagren admits it is too tough a problem to tackle.. “ These 
groups have us over the barrel,” he explained. “ The athletes 
are too spread out to protest. And if we would boycott the 
Games, wre would be cutting our own throats.” 
Even though Seagren won’t becoma wealty because of track, 
he can see some financial benefits in the future. “ I am using 
my pole vaulting skills as a means to an end,” he said. “ There 
is so much publicity and press coverage during an Olympic 
year and the exposure should help me in my ambition to be 
an entertainer and actor. It is a tough field to get started in so 
a good showing in the Olympics could get the ball rolling.” 
Seagren ia hopeful of landing a part in Love, American Style 
in the near future. 
Despite the lack of financial awards, Seagren feels he has 
learned a lot from track. 
“ Sure, 1 regret I haven’t made any money from it but I 
have benefitted from the travel involved,” he said. “ I have 
visited 32 nations and it has been an education in itself. When 
you travel likd that, you can appreciate what we have here in 
the United States. It would be good if the anti-American fac­ 
tions could travel and see what the rest of the world is like.” 
Seagren hopes the day will come when there is pro track. 
“ It would talke somebody like Lamar Hunt to finance it,” he 
said, “ but I think it could be profitable, especially with a series 
of indoor meets.” 
The Pomona vaulter has enjoyed a lively rivalry with Swed­ 
ish Kjell Isaksson. 
Ihey share the world record of 18-4(4 set two weeks ago ¡n 
El Paso, Tex. 
“ There are double standards,” Seagren said. “ Isaksson is 
here in the U.S. training for the Olympics while being financed 
by thei Swedish government. What would happen if we sent our 
lop hammer throwers to Russia to train under their coaches 
for a couple of months. There would be all kinds of outcries.” 
Vaulting Fences 
Seagren’s spectacular career started because of the in­ 
fluence of his older brother, Art. At the age of 11, Bob was 
vaulting over neighborhood fences. 
He began competitive vaulting while at Emerson Junior 
High and improved greatly while at Pomona High while com­ 
peting under coach Don Green. But Bob really realized his 
potential in his one season under Don Ruh at MSAC. From 
there, he went to USC and Olympic glories. 
“ Green kept my interest up in vaulting,” Seagren said about 
his former coach who now directs the Cal Lutheran team. 
“ Most high school kids like to rebell against authority but he 
kept me going.” 
During his junior year, Seagren plated third in the state meet 
but didn’t even make the state finals as a senior. But at 
MSAC, he won the state junior college crown. 
“ Ruh is a great man,” Seagren said about the Mountie 
coach. “ He’s the one who taught me what training is all 
about. 1 also feel the MSAC pole vault pit is the best I have 
ever competed at.” 
The Olympic golu medal winner can usually be found at 
MSAC every Monday and Wednesday getting ready for his 
next meet. 
What is the limit in the pole vault? There isn’t any, accord­ 
ing |o Seagren. “ It’s impossible to put any limit on it,” he 
said. “ Just last year, we were talking about whether anybody 
could do 18-0. Now, t^e talk is 194k” 
Of course, the big news in the pole vaulting world is the new 
equipment. “ The fiberglass poles are much lighter,” Seagren 
said, “ It’s fantastic and gives vaulters more confidence,” 
This is a busy ume for Seagren as he prepares for the 
Olympic trials in Eugene, Ore., on June 29-July 9. Only the top 
three vaulters will represent the U.S. in Munich. 
“ I better make it,” he said. “ Both my mother and my wife’s 
mother already have their reservations for Munich. They’ll 
shoot me if I don’t make it,” 
It’s a .sale bet Sragren will be in Germany. But it’s also 
apparent the Olympic amateur rules need some overhauling.

Solution to Housework 


Problem: Do Less of It

Housewives of the nation, 
arise! You can cut 23 hours a 
week off the time you spend 
on housework, just by putting 
your mind to it. 
That would seem to be the 
conclusion (a dangerous one, 
possibly) to be drawn from a 
study of wrhat happens to the 
housework 
when 
married 
women 
are 
gainfully 
em­ 
ployed. 
What appears to happen is 
that the working wife finds 
she doesn’t really have to 
spend all that time schlepping 
around the house with broom 
and dustpan. About 40 per 
cent of the housework is, ap­ 
parently, illusory or dispens­ 
able. 
The study, by two women 
gainfully employed in the De­ 
partment of Labor — one an 
e c o n o m i s t , the other a 
research analyst — sought 
some answers to how Ameri­ 
ca’s burgeoning number of 
working wives handle family 
responsibilities. 
One 
survey 
cited in the study suggested 
that they handle the house­ 
work 
problem 
simply 
by 
doing less of it. 
In Syracuse, N.Y., and sur­ 
rounding suburbs, 1,300 famil­ 
ies wrere queried on the shar­ 
ing of household tasks. Full­ 
time housewives averaged 37 
hours a week on household 
tasks. Working wives 
(em­ 
ployed more than 30 hours a 
week) reported they spend an 
average 34 hours a week on 
household tasks — 23 hours or 
40 per cent less time. 
And not because that much 
Of the work had been shifted 
to the husbands, who “ aver­ 
aged about 1.6 hours a day on | 
household jobs, whether or 
not their wives worked.“ To­ 
tal time — paid wrork and 
“ volunteer” work — came to 
about the same for both hus- J 
bands and wives: 63 hours a 
week 
for women, 
and 
64 
hours for men. 
W h e r e did the missing ; 
housework 
go? 
Teen-agers . 
took up part of the slack — in ! 
those families that had teen­ 
agers. Where the mother was 
dot employed, teen-agers av­ 
eraged 1.8 hours of housework 1 
a day. If the mother was em- 
ployedj teen-agers put in 2.7 
hours of housework. Not near­ 
ly enough to account for those I 
missing 23 hours a week. 
Are 
working 
wives 
that 
much more efficient, or is 
some of the work simply left 
undone? The survey, unfortu­ 
nately, “ did not reveal whe­ 
ther the same ‘output’ 
of 
household work was accom­ 
plished in the lesser time, or 
whether household tasks were 
truncated or given up entire­ 
ly,” says the study, published 
in the department’s Monthly 
Labor Review. 
Other surveys and case stu­ 
died provided this picture of 
the division of labor in famil­ 
ies of husbands and working 
wives: 
"Wive«# did most of the in­ 
kle work, while husbands did 
home maintenance and yard 
work.

Bitter Man 


Bob Seagren is a bitter young man. 
At ftrst, the personable pole vaulter wasn’t sure. It isn’t his 
nature to compiain. But he finally admitted he is bitter. 
To most people, it would seem the 25-year-old Seagren has a 
perfect situation. He has already won an Olympic gold medal 
and recently broke the world record. He is married to attrac­ 
tive Cam Nelson and has a good future in the entertainment 
business. 
But it could be much better. 
Seagren, who started his pole vaulting career at Pomona 
High and Mt. San Antonio College, isn’t happy with the Olym­ 
pic situation and feels this year’s trip to tyliunich will be his 
last. 
“1 imagine this is my last year there unless there is a 
change in the amateur rules,” Seagren said. “The way it is 
now is too restrictive.” 
Not only doesn’t Seagren get rich because he is a great 
athlete, he actually loses money. 
He is presently making commercials but has to be careful it ? 
is done as Bob Seagren the actor and not Bob Seagren the pole 
vaulter or he would be in trouble with the Olympic authorities 
and the Amateur Athletic Union (AAU). 
lhe problems of athletes competing in the Olympics is be­ 
coming clearer each year as Avery Brundage has his annual 
controversial statement. Brundage has already announced his 
retirement after the Munich Games but Seagren can’t see 
much difference. 
Run by Millionaires 
“They have already picked his successor, a 75-year-old 
French baron,” Seagren said with some sarcasim. “The Olym­ 
pics are run by millionaire!! who have no idea what is happen­ 
ing today." 
Seagren admits it is too tough a problem to tackle., “These 
groups have us over the barrel," he explained. “The athletes 
are too spread out to protest. And if we would boycott the 
Games, we would be cutting our own throats.” 
Even though Seagren won’t becoma wealty because of track, 
he can see some financial benefits in the future. “ I am using 
my pole vaulting skills as a means to an end,” he said. “There 
is so much publicity and press coverage during an Olympic 
year and the exposure should help me in my ambition to be 
an entertainer and actor. It is a tough field to get started in so 
a good showing in the Olympics could get the ball rolling.” 
Seagren ia hopeful of landing a part in Love, American Style 
in the near future. 
Despite the lack of financial awards. Seagren feels he has 
learned a lot from track, 
“ Sure, 1 regret I haven’t made any money from it but I 
have benefitted from the travel involved,” he said. “ I have 
visited 32 nations and it has been an education in itself. When 
you travel like! that, you can appreciate what we have here in 
the United States. It would be good if the anti-American fac­ 
tions could travel and see what the rest of the world is like.” 
Seagren hopes the day will come when there is pro track. 
“ It would talke somebody like Lamar Hunt to finance it,” he 
said, “ but I think it could be profitable, especially with a series 
of indoor meets.” 
The Pomona vaulter has enjoyed a lively rivalry with Swed­ 
ish Kjeil Isaksson. 
They share the world record of 18-4^ set two weeks ago in 
El Paso, Tex. 
“There are double stand ards,” Seagren said. “ Isaksson is 
here in the U.S. training for the Olympics while being financed 
by the! Swedish government. What would happen if we sent our 
top hammer throwers to Russia to train under their coaches 
for a couple of months. There would be all kinds of outcries.” 
Vaulting Fences 
Seagren’s spectacular career started because of the in 
fiuence of his older brother, Art. At the age of 11, Bob was 
vaulting over neighborhood fences. 
He began competitive vaulting while at Emerson Junior 
High and improved greatly while at Pomona High while com­ 
peting under coach Don Green. But Bob really realized his 
potential in his one season under Don Ruh at MSAC. From 
there, he went to USC and Olympic glories. 
“ Green kept my interest up in vaulting,” Seagren said about 
his former coach who 
now 
directs the Cal Lutheran team. 
“ Most high school kids 
like 
to rebell against authority but he 
kept me going.” 
During his junior year, Seagren placed third in the state meet 
but didn't even make the ¡date finals as a senior. But at 
MSAC, he won the state junior college crown. 
“ Ruh is a great man,” Seagren said about the Mountie 
coach. “ He’s the one 
who 
taught me what training is all 
about. I also feel the MSAC pole vault pit is 
the best I have 
ever competed et.” 
The Olympic goto medal winner can usually be found at 
MSAC every Monday and Wednesday getting ready for his 
next m m . 
What is the limit in the pole vault? There isn’t any, accord­ 
ing to Seagren. “ It’s impossible to put any limit on it,” he 
said. “Just last year, we were talking about whether anybody 
could do 18-0. Now, ttye talk is 19-0.” 
Of course, the big news in the pole vaulting world is the new 
equipment. “The fiberglass poles are much lighter,” Seagren 
said. “ It’s fantastic and gives vaulters more confidence.” 
This is a busy time for Seagren as he prepares for the 
Olympic trials in Eugene, Ore., on June 29-July 9. Only the top 
three vaulters will represent the U.S. in Munich. 
“ I better make it,” he said. “ Both my mother and my wife’s 
mother already have their reservations for Munich. They’ll 
shoot me if I don’t make it.” 
Jt’s a sate bet Seagren will be in Germany. But it’s also 
apparent the Olympic amateur rules need some overhauling.

picked

blacks Wednesday for promo­ 
tion to general, including one 
who admitted he didn’t even 
expect 
to 
make 
sergeant 
nu# when he enlisted in 1940. 
“ Beautiful, just beautiful,” 
was the reaction of Col. Ed­ 
ward Greer, 48. Gary, W. Va., 
when he learned he would 
soon wear a single star. 
Others selected for promo­ 
tion to brigadier general were 
Cols. George M. Schuffer Jr., 
48, Palestine, Tex.; Arthur J. 
Gregg, 
44, 
Florence, 
S.C.; 
Julius W. Becton Jr., 45, Bryn 
Mawr, Pa.; and Harry W. 
Brooks Jr., 43, Indianapolis. 


When 
formally 
promoted, 
they will bring to nine the 
number of black Army gener­ 
als. 


Altogether the Army picked 
62 colonels ranging in age 
from 42 to 49 for promotion. 
President Nixon approved the 
list and the names now go to 
the Senate for formal con­ 
firmation. 


Others on List 
Also on the list was Col. 
William 
L. 
Lemnitzer, 
43, 
West Point, N.Y., son of re­ 
tired Gen. Lyman L. Lemnit­ 
zer. who served from 1960 to 


1962 as chairm an of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, the nation’s 
highest ranking military post. 
Cols. Shuffer and Greer, the 
o n l y 
two 
who 
could 
be 
reached 
immediately, 
both 
said that they never expected 
to make general when they 
joined the Army. 
“ I 
didn’t 
think I’d 
ever 
make sergeant,” said Shuffer, 
who volunteered as an en­ 
listed man in 1940. 


By the end of the war Shuf­ 
fer was a first lieutenant and 
decided to stay in. “ I just 
liked 
being 
a 
soldier and 
thought my chances for job 
satisfaction were better inside 
than outside.” 


Opportunity for Black 
Greer, the only one of the 
five to start as an officer 
rather than come up through 
the ranks, joined the Army in 
1948 when the services were 
just beginning to desegregate. 
“ I thought the Army offered 
an opportunity for the black 
man —and I still do,” he 
said. 


All five have college de­ 
grees —none from West Point 
—and three also hold m asters 
degrees. Among them 
they 
share a total of three Purple 
Hearts and six Silver Stars, 


the 
Army’s 
third 
highest 
award for combat heroism. 


In all of American history 
only 10 blacks have made 
general 
or 
admiral 
before 
Wednesday. The first, Army 
B r i g . Gen. 
Benjamin 
O. 
Davis, Sr., was named in 
1940. His son. Benjamin Jr., 
became 
the second 
black 
General in 1954 and eventual­ 
ly rose to three-star rank in 
the Air Force. Both men have 
since retired. 


The third black general was 
Frederic 
E. Davison. 
Pro­ 
moted in 1968, he was a mem­ 
ber of the 13-man board that 
picked the nominees for gen­ 
eral Wednesday. 


It is only in the last two 
years that blacks have sud­ 
denly begun to em erge into 
the general’s ranks in signifi­ 
cant numbers. One black was 
promoted in 1970, six in 1971 
and six so far in 1972. 


In addition to the present 
four Army generals, blacks 
serve as one Navy admiral 
and one Air Force general. 
Another black Air Force colo­ 
nel has been nominated for 
promotion 
later 
this 
year. 
There is also one black gener­ 
al in the National Guard and 
one in the Reserves.

vandal walks into an art mu­ 
seum with a sledgehammer in 
his hand. The corridor is de­ 
serted as he approaches a 
priceless statue. 
Suddenly, as he moves to 
a glimpse of a guard standing 
just around the comer and he 
tlees. 
A hindsight view of what 
could have protected the re­ 
cent attack on Michangelo’s 
Piet a? Perhaps, but it is also 
a new theory museum direc­ 
tors are considering to pre­ 
vent vandalism and theft of 
pieces of invaluable art. 
What makes the theory new 
is that the guard was not real 
but just a life-like three-di­ 
mensional image. 
And. interestingly, the same 
equipment used to make the 
image can help 
restore 
a 
work of art should a vandal 
not be frightned off. 
The process is called ho­ 
lography. It is much like pho­ 
tography except is uses laser 
beams for light. And the re­ 
sults are remarkable. 


Glass Plate 
In the case of the guard, a 
holograph would be made of a 
real guard with the image, or 
picture, captured on a ordina­ 
ry glass photographic plate.

(U PI)-T he 
current enthusiasm for rec­ 
ycling waste paper to save 
the nation’s forests may not 
amount to much in the long 
run, economists of the Bank 
of America in San Francisco 
report. 
In a detailed study of the 
paper problem, the country’s 
biggest bank questions the 
claim 
of 
conservation 
en­ 
thusiasts 
that 
the 
United 
States will have a shortage of 
virgin pulp timber by 1985. 
The bank economists par- 
t i c u 1 a r 1 y chided the con­ 
servationists for trumpeting 
that recycling one ton of was- 
tepaper saves 17 trees. The 
statement is true only for a 
few eastern Canadian 
pulp 
trees, Bank of America said. 
Actually, one second-growth 
Pacific northwest pulp tree 
will produce a ton of pulp and 
a 
mature virgin tree may 
produce several tons. 
Also, 
it said, 
more 
and 
more pulp is made from ra­ 
pid growth southern trees and 
the conservationists do 
not 
take sufficiently into account 
the high proportion of 
all 
pulps that are made from 
waste lumber products, chips, 
sawdust and limbs too small 
to be cut 
up for lumber. 
These waste materials pro­ 
duce almost 25 per cent of the 
pulp output. 
The Forest Products Labo­ 
ratory and the U.S. Forint 
Service 
say 
tree 
planting 
must be doubled or more on • 
national scale if the United 
States is not to face a gn at 
timber and pulp shortage by 
1985. 
But the Commerce Depart­ 
ment and the lumber and pa­ 
per industries disagree. They 
believe better forest manage­ 
ment and a more modest in­ 
crease in tree replanting will 
insure 
adequate 
new 
pul* 
pwood supplies through the 
rest of this century. 
About 20 per cent of all the 
wood pulp used in making pa­ 
per now comes from recycled 
waste. 
Bank 
of 
America's 
economists said, 
and 
it is 
technically feasible to achieve 
a goal of 65 to 85 per cent 
recycled materials in the an­ 
nual paper production. 
Nevertheless, 
Bank 
of 
America said an increase to 
35 per t ent recycled paper by 
1985 may be difficult to ach­ 
ieve for economic rea ons. 
The 
obstacles, 
the 
bank 
said, are the dispute over 
whether there reaily will be a 
shortage of new tree pulp, the 
expense and difficulty of col­ 
lecting more waste paper plus 
the expensive changeover of 
pulp 
mill 
and 
paper 
mill 
machinery to handle a higher 
proportion of wastepaper 
The study said about all the 
easily collected 
and 
sorted 
waste paper already is beim* 
recycled and the market for 
wastepaper is extremely un 
stable. Also, stepping up col­ 
lection of waste paper could 
prove enormou-iy I ostly

Because holograms are so 
life -like, exact measurements 
can be taken. 
Using a sophisticated sys­ 
tem 
of 
double 
exposures, 
scientists at TRW systems 
group in Redondo Beach were 
able to measure where and 
how much a mushroom grew 
in 25 seconds. 
Already, many of the major 
art works owned by the Ita­ 
lian government have been 
holographed 
by 
Dr. 
Ralph 
Wuerker, a TRW physicst, un­ 
der a grant coordinated by 
the Italian government. 
“It’s too bad we didn’t holo­ 
graph the Vatican collection,” 
Wuerker said, “It might have 
helped in the restoration of 
the Pieta.” 
Holography also has other 
applications. 
There is no focus or depth- 
of-field problems, so from a 
hologram it 
is possible 
to 
count pollution particles in an 
air space to a depth of sever­ 
al feet. The images have been 
used in a similar way to 
count plankton in a mass 
water.
